He has 
only been able to call attention to a 
few instances in which the rate sit- 
uation, in his opinion, required ex- 
planation. This explanation was free- 
ly given, and, we believe, would be 
satisfactory to any man familiar with 
transportation problems.

NLESS somebody's pipe is blaz- 
ing away like a blast furnace, 
there is now incubating a project

which, upon consummation, would 
make Angeles the Athens of 
America, and bring within its con- 


fines next winter the crack athletes, 
champion wrestiers, boxers, foot- 


| racers, race horses and oarsmen of the 


Untted States, and Olympic games 
ch as the Athenians blew their loose 
change on when tests of skill was the 
rulimg passion of the old world. 
This project is nothing less than the 
construction of a stadium of immense 
‘dimensions, capable of seating fron) 
20,000 to 25,000 people, and then bid- 
ding for the champions of America to 
compete within its confines. There 
would be football, baseball, pugilism, 
lawn tennis, cricket, basketball, row- 
ing, yachting, billiards, pool, bowling. 
horse racing, chariot racing, automo- 
bile racing, foot racing, both sprint- 
ing and long distance—in fact, every 
conceivable outdoor test of skill and 
indoor scientific sport would be repre- 
sented, and championships in each and 
every branch settled under rules that 
would make decisions clear cut, and 
settle the champlonships.

There are two legal clouds on 
the bond election to be held today, 
and unless both are cleared away—

In the first place the election is 
called on a legal holiday, and this 
technicality might vitiate them. 

More important, the legal condi- 
tions of the election have not secured 
the approval of the bond experts, 
Dillon & Hubbard of New York, to 
whom they were referred. City At. 
torney Mathdws \ yesterday received 
from this law firm the following tele 
gram in response to the inquiry sub 
mitted by the city: a 

“We reserve opinion as to power to 
issue bonds under act of 1901 for anyg 
purpose for which. bonds are not ex- 
pressly authorized by the city charter 
until we hear from you in answer to 
letter which we write.” 

This telegram is of the utmost sig- 
nificance. An entirely erroneous im- 
pression as to its meaning was given 
by the evening newspapers. The fact 
that these bond experts have with- 
held their endorsemeht makes the 
voting of the proposed bonds, with the 
exceptions nathed (that is those au- 
thorized by the charter) a foolhard7 
performance: Here is the st 
fact alluded to in their telegram: 

There is no reference in the city 
charter to the issuance of bonds other 
than water, sewer and storm drain 
bonds. There is no provision in the 
city charter for fire bonds, police 
bonds, park bonds or even bridge 
bonds. 


Any cloud on the latter bond issues, | 
if they should be voted today, 
would need be removed by a de- 
cision from the Supreme Court ere 
the bonds could be sold. Buyers 
would not have them until every 
shadow of doubt as to their legality 
had been swept away. It is the opin- 
jon of City Attorney Mathews that the 
Supreme Court would give such a 
friendly decision—but what a shame 
it would be for Los Angeles to vote 
bonds with such a fog enshrouding 
their authorization! This city should 
issue none but absolutely gilt-edged 
and unsuspected securities. They 
should be like Caesar's wife. It 
should not be necessary to go to the 
Supreme Court to have their integrity 


Let the citizens of Los Angeles be- 
ware of voting the city into any trap 
which would jeopardize its future as 
well as its present credit. Competent 
attorneys have grave doubts of the 
advisability of voting to issue any 
bonds, no matter how meritorious, 
without a clear and unqualified en- 
dorsement of all preliminary proceed- 
ings by the best experts. The Coun- 
cil has been too hasty in putting 
through this election. It is asking 
voters to go ahead in the dark. 


HE MERITS OF THE BOND 
PROPOSITIONS. 

Whether the election has been 
legally called or not, owners of small 
properties as well as the heavy tax- 
payers will make a serious mistake 
if they neglect to go to the polls to- 
day and vote against most of the bord 
propositions. Whether the election is 
valid or not, let us have an expression 
of public sentiment. The Times has 
pointed out, the small pro y owner 
is just as much Mterested in the ques- 
tions to be decided as is the man with 
large property interests.

A city which becomes 
a victim to the bond-voting habit is 


who becomes a chronic borrower. 
Finally; if this habit be too far per- 
sisted in, the borrower becomes 80 
involved in the complexities of his in- 
debtedness that it is difficult, and 
sometimes impossible, to straighter 
out his affairs satisfactorily. He is 
obliged to go on borrowing to pay 
interest charges and maintain his 
credit, or to assign hig property to his 
creditors for a bankruptcy court to 
administer. If the credit of a city be 
once impaired, it is far more difficult 
to restore than that of an individual. 
Even prosperous and progressive cities 
like Los Angeles must guard their 
credit with wise foresight and jealous 
care. It is not a thing that may 
safely be tampered with. 

The best judgment of clear-headed, 
careful and prudent citizens is against 
voting for all bond issues. It is a dau- 
gerous practice to vote for “any old 
bond” that may be presented. In to- 
day's election, three out of the six 
bond propositions are for issuing bonds 
to pay for imprévements that can and 
should be paid for out of the city’s 
current revenues. If these three 
propositions should receive an affirma- 
tive vote, they would increase the 
city’s bondéd debt by $350,000, and 
would relieve the current revenues of 
heavy expenditures which they ought 
to bear. This would open up large 
and varied opportunities for extrava- 
gance or graft, as the city’s revenues 
for this year will be largely in excess 
of those for last year. There would 
be more money for disbursement to 
extra officials and city employés of 
various kinds, but it is not at all cer- 
tain that the city would derive any 
material benefit. The three classes of 
improvements mentioned—playgrounds 
($100,000,) police station additions 
($50,000,) and fire engine-house build- 
ings ($200,000)—may properly wait 
until the condition of the city’s funds 
will warrant the expenditures neces- 
sary to give them practical effect. 
Some of them will not have long to 
wait if the increased valuations and 
the more thorough collections pro- 
posed by the City Assessor serve to 
produce the increase of revenues in- 
tended and desired.

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT ON THE 
DREDGE AT LONG BEACH. 


Mate le Caught in Machinery and 
Receives Injuries from Which He 
Dies a Few Hours Later—Right Leg 
Was Entirely Torn from Victim's

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONG BEACH. May 16.—An accident 
occurred this morning on the big 
dredger City of Long Beach, at work in 
Back Bay tract, or lower harbor, as a 
result of which Charles Anderson, a 
Swede, 27 years of age, is dead. One 
leg was torn bodily from the trunk and 
the other was broken in two places 
above the knee, and about the middie 
of the hip. 

Anderson has been for two years in 
the employ of the North American 
Dredging Company as a mate. He was 
regarded as one of their best and most 
careful men. 

This morning he went to the forward 
part of the barge where the machinery 
is located used in hoisting. It is a 
dangerous place, and orders have been 
issued to stop the machinery when re- 
pairs are to be made, which Anderson 
neglected. While at work his clothing 
caught in the cogs operating a big 
drum, and he was drawn into the ma- 
chinery and hurled to the deck. The 
agonizing scream which burst from the 
victim was heard by the lever man, 
who threw the power off at once, but 
too late to avert the accident. 

Tender hands lifted poor Anderson 
up on deck and a hurry call was sent 
to town for physicians and the am- 
bulance. Drs. H. O. Bates and Holden 
gave temporary aid, after which the 
victim was hurried to a local sanita- 
rium, where. aided by Dr. Sellery. the 
horrible injuries were dressed. The
